Blackmail Funds 


Does Congress have the right to stipulate that 
federal loans and scholarships shall not he 
granted to any students who are involved in a 
“ serious obstruction” of college activity’’ 
The House of Representatives has passed 
such a measure and has sent it to the Senate 
Protests against the bill are being voiced on the 
theory that this is a misuse of governmental 
power. 
Rut. strangely enough, the United States gov 
eminent has been employing precisely thi* 
method for the last few years in requiring col 
leges and universities to obey the regulation* 
concerning racial discrimination issued by the 
government or else lose the benefit of fedora 
funds in everything from student loans to con 
struction and equipment grants. 


WHEN THE DEPARTMENT of Health. Edu 
cation and Welfare began to threaten the with 
drawai of federal funds from educational insti 
tutions because they were allegedly failing to 
comply with the “ law of the land,” the so 
called “ liberals” were silent. 
Today thev are denouncing the House hill 
which seek* to withhold federal fund* In order 
to punish college student* who defy constituted 
authority. 
A brief editorial in the New York Times Mon 
day. which criticizes the House bill, will be we! 
corned by educators who have hitherto gotten 
little support in their opposition to the employ­ 
ment of federal funds as a form of blackmail 
The editorial says: 
“ The threat by the House to punish rebellious 
college students by cutting them off from feder­ 
al loans and scholarships is a dangerous ex 
cursion into political primitivism. The disregard 
of campus democracy by a minority of disrup 
live and irresponsible students at Columbia and 
elsewhere in no way justifies such congession 
al vendettas in direct conflict with democratic 
freedoms. 
“ Campus stability must be safeguarded bv 
sound reforms on the part of the academic 
community and by enforcement of its own dem 
ocratic rules, not bv governmental threats of 
fiscal sanctions. 
“ It is deeply disturbing that so many polit! 
cians appear to think of federal subsidy of stu­ 
dents as an indulgent uncle’s benefaction lr 
realty, the extension of educational opportune 
tics is at least as vital lo the future heal'h of 
the nation as it is to the personal career* of in 
dividual students 
Rut. more Important, to turn federal slitvmd* 
Into a device to regulate student views and be 
havior is to stoop to method* generally as*o 
elated with totalitarian states Such action can 
only give support to those extremists among to 
day’s students who charge that the campit* i* 
doing the mercenary bidding of a repressive e* 
tablishment. 
“ Federal interference with higher education 
i* an intolerable violation of academic freedom 
To permit such intrusions would undermine the 
nation's security far more severely than the 
disruptive insurrection of irresponsible youth* ” 
The foregoing commentary will be read with 
interest by the administrators of many college* 
and schools which have he^n struggling in the

The owners have been talking 
about a reported letter which 
they have said shows the NFL 
Players Association is seeking 
authority to call a strike if their 
demands are not met. No own­ 
er. however, has said he has 
seen the letter 
“ At this time, I certainly do 
not think there will be a strike.” 
Rozelle 
said. 
“ Neither 
side 
wants a strike. I'm extremely 
hopeful that this wall be resolv­ 
ed without such action.” 


The players are seeking a $5 
million hike in their pension 
fund. $500 each for playing in a 
preseason game and a minimum 
annual salary of $15,000. 
Although the NFL owners did 
not come to a public agreement 
on how they would counter play­ 
er demands, a joint session of 
the NFL-AFL produced two de­ 
velopments.
